Of the seven events set down for the opening only one has closed, 
viz., the Criterion Stakes, but our readers will have to watch 
narrowly the issue of ‘The Handicap Plate of 50 sovs., for three- 
yr-olda and upwards,” as that is the great trial for the Cambridge- 
shire Stakes of the following afternoon, 

The Criterion Stakes race, from the turn of the lands in, will not 
be a very exciting affair this season, notwithstanding that there are 
74 nominations, as nothing but The Student (7lbs extra) and Lord 
Lyon (dibs extra) have a chance, and it is quite uncertain about 
these two meeting, as Mr. Merry’s horse, we are assured, has not 
quite got over the illness that prevented him fulfilling his second 
October engagement. The “1,000 guinea-yearling,” the Earl of 
Derby, is not to make his debut till next spring. Auguste has not 
been seen at work latterly, and Antique, Laneret, Chepstow, The 
Queen, Danish Rose, and Dalesman, are not fit. Neither of Mr, 
Naylor's three are at Newmarket, but, @ Ja Chattanooga, they may 
be brought by Griffiths at the eleventh hour from their Cheshire re- 
treat. Kquivoque will do battle for the French division, and, 
though a small filly, isa rattling galloper ; still she cannot beat 
either of the cracks. Claverhouse has gota bad back; and La 
Dauphine is an uncertain animal. The field is sure to cut up small, 
and as The Student is not ripe, we concede the honours to Lorp 
Lyon, 

Originally there were 207 subscribers to the Cambridgeshire 
Stakes, and, as only 73 paid the smaller forfeit, we are bound to 
have » large start of about 40 or so, as the acratchings at present 
only include Cambuscan, Armagnac, Archimedes, Sultan, Plutus, 
Deliane, Sutton, Bel Demonio, Ghillie Callum, and Little Stag. The 
betting upon the race has been both apirited and genuine since the 

Jenarewitch was run off, and it is somewhat singular that out of the 
seven and twenty animals which conteated that race no less than a 
score should be engaged in the big handicap of Tuesday next—viz., 
Alabama, Claxton, The Clown, Count Oavour, Elland, Endsleigh, 
Edinburgh, gelding by Pazzoletto out of Calista, Fantail, Gratitude, 
Gomera, John Davis, Merry Wife, Morris Dancer, Nuneaton, 
Ostregor, Regalia, Sulpinctes, Vertugadin, and Zephyr.

I have had so many valuable birds that suffered from exposure at 
shows that I have quite made up my mind never to send to any show 
that docs not provide covering to shelter the birds from rain and sun, 
At«ne show recently held, my birds, which had gained the first. 
Jonours at a show only the previous week, were unnoticed, andthe 
cock bird, a very valuable one, bas since died. If we carefully ex- 
amine the list of poultry shows that take place during the year, we 
find that there are a grext many that have not been established for 
many yeurs, and which are regularly held every year, These shows 
aré known to be wellmanaped, aro held in large rooms, or spacious mar- 
quoed, and every possible attention is bestowed ie the birds, and they 
pay well, from the simple fact that exhibitors know that their stock 
will be taken care of, Let others follow their example, and doubtless 
their success will be equal. AN OLD Exurntror. 


THE LONG SUTTON (LINCOLNSHIRE) POULTRY SHOW. 

This show of poultry, numbering nearly three hundred pens, took 
place in a very Jarge and commodious tent, erected for the purpose on 
the grounds of H, Anderson, Hsq., and being closely adjacent to the 
principal hotels of Long Sutton, it was easily accessible to every one. 
‘Lhe arrangements of the committees were, undoubtedly, good, and 
when another jine of railway (vow being made) is completed, no 
doubt a great accession of entries will immediately onsuo,’ as the 
greatest drawback is the difliculty of speedy railway transit to and 
from Long Sutton onthe present line, With occasional rainfall, and 
a wotery sun, the morning passed by, but about two p.m,, a very 
severe, though happily brief, thunderstorm took place, the rain boing 
excessively heavy, and the peals of thunder directly in the zenith, 
All things exposed to its fury, of course, were quickly drenched 
through, though happily for the poultry and pigeons, no less than the 
visitors themselves, the Lent proved a perfect protection to everything, 
affording an additional proof that all poultry penned for exhibition 
should be provided with shelter agaipst sudden stress of weather, Had 
efficient protection not been in this instance provided, no doubt 
numbors of pens of the most valuable exhibition poultry in tho kiny- 
dom would have baen ruined beyond recovery, though as it was, not a 
moment's suffering occurred to a single bird. 

Lhough several pons of good Grey Dorkings were exhibited, the col- 
lection, both old and chickens, was not equal to our expectations. 
Most of the Spanish shown were excellent, but the small number of 
Game fouls entered was the subject of general remark, It ig said “the 
surrounding district is not favourable to them.” Why this should be 
80, {t Appears impossible to say, as Game fowls are famous for their 
extremo hardiness. ‘I'he Cochins were very good, but most of those 
shown were still heavily moulting; the present season seems especially 
unfavourable for speedy moulting; in fact, many exhibitors complain 
that their adult birds will oven yet be a month or more before they be 
in perfect exhibition trim. In Boff Cochins, the Long Sutton Show 
proved excellent, the firat-prize birds in this class taking the silver cup, 
also, as given for the best pen of poultry of any kind exhibited, with- 
out restriction as to breed. A marvellous pon of Cambridge Turkeys 
were in close compstition for this much-coveted premium. With the 
exception of one pen of Partridge-coloured Cochins, and a very excel= 
lent white adult cock, the latter, unfortunately, shown without hens, 
to his * disqualification,” no other treally good varieties of Oochins 
competed, The Spangled Hamburghs far surpassed the Pencilled 
ones, but tho eutories of Hamburghs were limited to but a few pens. 
Tho Polands shown were very superior. Tho Game Bantam claas 
was good, but many of the birds were atill scarcely recovered from 
moulting. A pen of excellent Golden-laced Sebrights were the winners 
in the variety Bantam class. ‘The Turkeys shown by Mr. Smith, of

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BUNFLOWER SEED FOR PHEASANTS AND POULTRY. 

I have this year grown a large quantity of this flower seed as an ex- 
periment, for food for pheasants, aad T fiad they are most greedy after 
it. It is quite impossible to keep them away from the place in the 
garden where I have laid the sunflower heads fo dry: as many as 
thirty are sometimes among them in the morning. . When I give the 
seeds to pheasauts I only lay the heads along different paths iu the 
woods, and leaves the pheasants to pick out the seeds, which they find 
groat amusement in doing. If your correspondent were to give them 
in the same way to his poultry doubtless they would eat the seed.—A

KITOHEN GARDEN. 

Now is a good time for thoroughly draining any part of thie garden 
that wants it, to replant Box and other edgings, or to mend the gaps 
where it is not necessary to remove the whole, to prepare gravel, &c., 
for new walks, and for repairing the old ones, to make any necessary 
alterations, and to thoroughly trench and drain ground newly taken in, 
and every spare piece in the garden, choosing suitable weather for these 
operations, Care should always be take 
tentive, badly-drained soils when full of water, which they will con- 
tinue to be while heavy rains. prevail, Broccoli, such as is now 
becoming too luxuriant may be checked by laying. Cabbage, those 
who have spare ground should still continue to put out Ooleworts and 
Cabbage plants, or if any strong plants of Savoys or the varieties of 
Kale should be left in the seed-beds, by all means put them out thickly 
~-say at Colewort distances ; and those that are fond of Turnip Greens 
at an early season, if they have any overgrown Turnips left in the 
beds, should at once collect and plant them one foot apart on warm 
borders, quarters, or sloping banks, Qardoons, tie-up for blanching 
When the leaves are quite dry. Twist haybands round so that the soil

may not come in contact with the leaves when earthed-up,  Cauli- 
flowers, continue to prick out under-hand glassesandin frames. Any 
that are now fit for use should be preserved in a cool place. Celery

; FRUIT GARDEN. 

When the wood is well ripened and root-pruning is intended, either 
With wall trees or those In open quarters, @ commencement should be 
made with the earliest-ripened trees first. See that the potted Straw- 
berries are secure from the wet. Run a soft broom over the Peach 
and Nectarine trees with great care to take off just tho very ripest of 
the leaves, Pruning may now be commenced amongst Pears and 
Apples, Cut the dead wood out of Raspberry stools, and tie the young 
wood to the stakes to prevent injury from high winds, The prepara- 
tion of quarters for the reception of Gooseberry and Currant bushes 
should be completed, as planting may shortly commence, ‘The storing 
Of Huits as well as their after-inanugement, must this season receive 
particular attention. The Apples and Pears should he carefully wiped 
and regulated after sweating. Tho Medlars and Quinces should be 
collected in good condition. ‘To select perfect Walnuts for storing 
the best plan is to immerse them jn water after the husks are taken 
Ol, and all that are quite perfect sink at ounce to the bottom, while the

varied display, if properly arranged. A very pleasing effect can ive 
be produced by sowing ail the spare beds with Californian and ot £ 
hardy annuals, ‘These stand the severity of our winters, and by thel 
gaudy colours make quite a gay appearance in the months of May a? 
June. The following are the species which will answer the purpos? 
well:—Nemophilainsignis major and minor, blue ; Nemophila atomar™; 
Clarkia pulchella alba, and Iberis coronaria, white; Silene pelt 
Tenitoat phon densiflorus, L. androsaceus, Collinsia bicolor, and Gi 1a 
tricolor; Clarkia pulchella and iberis umbellata, rose; Erysimwn 
Peroffskianum, aud Eschscholtzia crocea, orange ; Godetia Lindleyan® 
and Collinsia grandiflora, purple. Sphenogyne speciosa sown BOW, 
and protected during winter, will make a brilliant orange-yellow bed. 
Lupinus manus, and Convolvulus minor, treated in the same manne 
will form splendid blue beds. A good stock of new sawdust show 
be laid by in adry shed to put round the stems of tender, Roses ‘i 
half-hardy plants; this should always be obtained as new and Dig 
as possible, It should not, however, be applied to the plants i 
some time, and when this is done a dry period should, if possible, b® 
chosen, as a casing of such material after heavy rains would probably 
prove very prejudicial, for confined damp is even a greater enemy tha? 
frost in many cases, 


GREENHOUSE AND CONSERVATORY, 

All plants belonging to theso structures should now bo under glas*. 
Cleanliness and free ventilation, whenever the weather will admit © 
it, should receive constant attention. If unfavourable weather shoul¢ 
occur, donot hesitate to use a little fire heat at times. especially! 
the houses contain a good many plants in bloom. ‘lhe Chinese Pri 
roses to be now removed to a shelf in the greenhouse as near the glass 
as possible; give plenty of air at all favourable opportunities, Het 
baceous Calceolarias to be treated in the same manner, and duly 4 
tended to with water. Cinerarias to be protected from the ravages & 
green fly by fumigations of tobacco, or by syringing with tobacc? 
water. If any of the beautifulftribe of Tropoloums, particularly +: 
tricolorum and brachyceras, that have flowered early in the s¢a80% 
begin to grow they should not be checked, but allowed to grow slowly 
through the winter; but if there is no appearance of growth, which 
is best for their future succes 8, the roots should be kept inactive ™ sd 
cool place with the soil about them quite dry, and protected from 
mice. Camellias to be carefully supplied with water, to prevent the 
dropping of the buds, leaving not more than two flower-buds, 0° 
each shoot, and retaining the largest and the smallest, in. order t 
have a succession of flowers. ‘The leaves, if necessary, to be washe 
clean. 

PITS AND FRAMES. 

As the Right Hon. W. F. Cowper has kindly placed at the disposal 
of the clergy, and the managers of ragged schools, refuges, hospitals, 
and workhouses, the plants in the public parks, a few instruétions 08 
the subject of their preservation may be acceptable. When the plas’ 
are obtained and potted, they will require a little bottom heat or 
close place to start and éstablish the roots in the fresh soil. For the 
want of bottom heat to start the plants we have seen persons pul 
much unnecessary trouble in their fruitless endeavours to preserve 
them through the winter. As the frost has not touched them, ther 
is a greater probability of preserving them. The plants that have 
been headed down for cuttings, and are now breaking, are the best 
for keeping through the winter. The cuttings of Calceolarias may b° 
now pu tin a close pit or frame, where they will be easily kept 
during the winter, with air in mild weather, ‘as they are very Jiable 
to damp off in heat. We would advise those who can spare time 
wash all their pit and framo glass before the dark weather sets in, the 
great disproportion of the light to the heat isthe great drawba¢ 
to orate in Great Britain and Ireland during November aud D®& 
cember,

WANDERINGS OF AN ENGLISH ATH" 
LETHE IN SOUTH AFKICA, 
(To the Editor of the ** Illustrated Sporting News.”) 
Sir,—I intend giving a brief summary of my 
arrival and doings since in the colony, which 
can be made use of if you think well. 

“T gailed on the 26th of March, 1864, in the 
John Patten, an American ship, from Oardiff. 
After being 14 or 15 days out, it was dis- 
covered we had‘a man ill with the smallpox, 
80 the captain put back, and made for Gibraltar, 
where we arrived under quarantine. Our stay 
lasted 14 days, when we sailed, leaving the 
bailor behind, Nothing ofuny moment occurred, 
till after crossing the line, when we encoun- 
tered a very severe storm. Some sailors had 
been ordered up aloft to reef the mizen-topsail ; 
the wind was territic, causing the sail to flap 
in all directions, and two poor fellows were 
knocked off the yard, one falling overboard, the 
other in the chains, ‘The captain hearing his 
cries dragged him on the poop, carefully at- 
tended on him, but the other poor fellow was 
lost. I shall never forget his shriek for aid, which 
it was utterly impossible for us torender him. We 
arrived in bimou’s Bay, after a long voyage of 
112 days, The inhabitants of the town are 
mostly English, some Dutch, Malays (with 
their peculiar thatched-ootiage-topped hats), 
and a few Hottentoty. 1 made my debut here, 
aud was well received. My next attempt was 
a long journey, but found the heat and the 
Climate pererally of the colony not suitable for 
fn Englishman, ‘his failure caused comments 
to be made, anda novice, by name Gill, stated 
he could beat me. A match was made for £20 
aside; the issue has alrewdy appeared in your 
“ News.” I beat him easily, on as tine a piece 
of turnpike-road as could be found in England, 
and as pleasant a spot. ‘he match caused quite 
& sensation; everybody was there, all colours, 
end all grades. = Shortly after the match | 
met with an accident, hurting my leg severely, 
Causing a delay of three months. Eventaally, I 
got my leg weil, thanks to an old lady named 
Johuson, and after « few performances in Care 
Town and vicinity [ began the tour of the 
country. Stellenbosch, ® quiet Datch village; Paarl, noted for ils 
Wines, Wellington, the terminus of the only railway in the colony at 
present. ‘hea over Baines Kloof (mountain Pass), breakfasted at an 
lsolated spot at the bottom of the Kloof, called Darling Bridge, kept 
by two batchelors, who have made a fortune at this place. Swain 
Attends to the creature comforts of the customers, Furness, an Trishman 
to the ouf door department; Worcester, & slow Dutch then’ Visited 
the boiling hot springs in the Brands Vlei (valley); returned then 
aud proceeded on to Somerset West, a pretty village ; Oaledon, famed 
for auother hot spring, Water at 120, Swellendam, nearly all burned 
down lately; Heivelberp,iquite : Riversdale, afew English; Moasell Bay, 
& settlement of Haghsh stores: George, a pretty place in itself, a

SKIFF MATCH, FOR £50, ON THE TYNE. 

To imagine that this particular sport can be consummated or 
mankged without some sort of altercation-occasionally is simply non- 
sense. Wethus attribute the rupture ia tho present match more to 
party fallacy and officiousness on the part of certain gentlemen sports- 
men than to erroneous judgment and partiality on the side of the 
referee, who was tnanimously elected to the past by the representatives 
of both oarsmen. ‘lhe contest was arranged a month ago at Mr, W. 
Blakey's, Adelaide Hotel, when it was agreed on that James Taylor 
pull Thomas Matfin, from the High Level Bridge to the Meadows 
House, « distance little short of two miles, in skiffs, for £25 a side. 
Mr. Blakey was made stakeholder, £2 aside being posted forthwith, £5 
a side on the 16th ult, at Mr. Baird’s, Star Hotel; £5a sideat Mr, J. 
Bagnall’s, Wheat Sheaf Inn, on the 23rd ult.; £5 a side at Mr. J, H. 
Baird's the week following, and the final £8a side was handed over to 
the stakeholder on I'riday evening last, on which, even as aforesaid, the 
referes was elected. It is just likely, in fact a certainty, that the pro- 
gress of the match has been more noticed in this paper than in all the 
other sporting organs, London and provincial combined, and we cannot 
do better in this—which should have been the final act of the drama so 
called—than to summarise the whole to enable the match to appear 
complete. It is a matter of certainty that both the above scullers 
enjoy a first-class fame amongst Northorn oarsmon, equally for in- 
tegrity and private virtues, as for their abilities in rowing. “Both are 
quiet, unpresuming, and esteemed, and the public put great faith in 
their efforts. It will thus be seen that the match on Saturday was 
looked on from first to last with undiminished attention and interest. 
Taylor isa member of the far-famed Brothers Taylor, who for a econ- 
secutive number of years have kept up the spirit of boating on the 
‘T'yne. He is twenty-seven years of ago, well made, and of affable 
disposition. His matches have not been humerous, nor yet hay his 
success been great. His last, and (perhaps principal engagement, 
was with his brother Matthew agst Harry Clasper and George Strong, 
when the latter had to succumb, <A few weeks 
ago at the ‘alkin ‘arn Regatta he also won the 
open skiff race, beating John H. Clasper, Teas- 
dale Wilson, and other good rowers, This 
achievement was properly looked on by his back 
ers with gratification, and to test his merits in 
and single-hand tussle, he was almost at once 
after matched with Matflio. Mattin is thirty 
years of uge, and equally as popular as his op- 
ponent,  Heis an iron visaged man, of thick 
build, and of great strength. Fow ‘lyne oars- 
men have been more unfortanate. However, 
as it is not our intention to publish his per- 
formances, we can Only observe that his last 
matches were with ‘Teasdale Wilson, all of 


which ended strangely. Once he tumbled 
overboard when three Jengths first: tho 
next time he fouled Wilson and lost the 


stakes; afterwards forfeited £30 to same per- 
son, on account of illness; and, as a« final, he 
again forfeited to Wilson a few weeks back. 
Nothing daunted he took daily exercise on 
either land or water, and from the following it 
will be seen that the present match also shured 
much of a similar fate. Three weeks back 
‘Taylor was placed under Mr, James Hall, boat 
builder, ‘Teasdale Wilson’s late trainer, and 
took up his quarters at the Ord Arms Inn, 
Scotswood-road, the hostelry of Mr, Nicholas 
Maughan, situate near Neweastic. Matin, we 
understand, did not change, but remained at 
home, having, however, the caroful advice of 
Mr. ‘Vhomas Winship, Both men took the ac-

affair for either, although, as will be gleaned 
from our last issue, we considered Matlin 
would eventually turn out the toughest, and so 
it proved, at least as far as the race continued. 
Contrary to expectation there was little or no 
betting, until the morning of the match, when 
Mattin was favourite at 5 tod; 6 to 4 however, 
was solicited, but not forthcoming. A few minutes 
before they took their places, and after the preli- 
minary trials, ‘l'aylor’s friends came with a rush, 
so to speak, and after fruitlessly endeavouring 
to speculate at 5 to 4, they offered a tenner 
and a score, and greater sums on ‘Taylor, but 
Mattin had deteriorated; and positively no 
betting of consequence took place. Saturday 
last was in every respect adapted to test the 
rival merits of the contestants, and the smooth 
state of the water could not by any possible 
means interfere with the chance of either. Two 
steamers attended—the Bonaccord official boat, 
and the Anthony Nichol, both of which were 
well-freighted. On board of the former we noticed 
the majority of Tyne boating supporters; amongat 
others, Mr. W. Blakoy, Mr. ‘Thomas Picektt, Mr. 
dames H, Baird, Mr. J. H. Clasper (of Durham), 
Bob Chambers, Mr. George Waicefield, Mr. John 
Gallon, Mr, R. Winter, Mr. James Percy, and 
Mr.J. Nanson. At 10.30 o'clock Taylor put off 
from the Mansion House, and Matfin appeared 
a few minutes afterwards on the South side 
of the river, having evidently shipped at Boyd's below bridge. 
The style of both was criticised freely, and as ‘Taylor was awarded the 
palm, the betting, as above said, at once came into his favour, The 
two steamers having paddled out of the course assigned for the rowers, 
the start was prepared—Taylor having the north side. Fiveattempts 
to get away resulted, when they dipped perfectly together, and the 
long looked for race commenced at 10.55 o'clock. No one appeared to 
be surprised at Taylor, who clipped the water rapidly, and, after pul- 
ling two or three strokes equally, he worked his boat completely 
ahead, and in the short distance of 150 yards he led Mattin by as 
nearly one length as possible. ‘Taylor's friends shouted Inatily at the 
feat, while the supporters of Matfin kept pace with the opposition, 
with such efaculations as “ Gan’ on Tom lad, yell break him doon,” 
ko, &o., and gallantly did Tom keep up the enthusiasm, as a few woll- 
intended strokes decreased the gap to three-qaarters of 4 length, when 
it seemed for the second to be all up with Taylor. Tt was not so, how- 
ever, a8 almost opposite the Mill Matfin fell again behind, and ‘Laylor 
gradually getting father ahead, passed the Skinger Barn one length, 
and perhaps two feat in addition, first. Matfin now got again fairly into 
play, until his beautiful little craft could be visibly seen to make up 
inch by inch until it appeared to those on board the stoamars as if both 
were astride and propelling @ single pleco of tloating wood. Un ap- 
proaching the timber yard Matfia every now and then turned hia head 
half to the left, and viewed Taylor, who Uutiistakeably showed signs 
of the hard work he had a few seconds before undergons, and it was 
the gonoral opinion that the race was all but over, and so it turned 
out to be, bat not in the sense meant by the spectators, From the 
last named place the match was pulled the same as detailed, and while 
the on-lookers were cheering to their hoart’s content, Taylor dropped 
one of his seulls and held up his liand, indicating that he had en 
fouled, Matfin also eased, butin a twinkle Taylor nipped up his oars 
and foolistly commenced the race with oqually as much vigonr as at 
the start.  Matén followed nearly one length behind, and Taylor's 
sharp strokes increased the distance to one length and a quarter at the 
Stairs, near to the tower, Matfin at this point sheered right off to the 
south side, and getting what he long had wanted, a fair glanve at 
Taylor, he overhauled him in the next 100 yds, and before reaching 
the bend Taylor was in the rear, and from this point Matfin pulled 
clear away and went in flrat by 100'yds at least, in 12min 37sec, ac- 
cording to onr timing, ‘Taylor eased greatly after he was passed. ‘To 
award the stakes way the noxt rub, and it turved out a most disagree- 
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able business indeed. The referee, Mr. Thomas Hall, Daily Ohronicle 
aquatio reporter, called both men to the boat's side. Taylor said Mat-~ 
fin’s oraft struck him on the quarter, Matfin persisted that he never 
fouled, '’he referee then stated that as he did not see the foul the men 
must row over again, one hour before high water on Monday. Tho 
decision gave general satisfaction, but it is not for the moment to be 
supposed that Taylor or his backers considered the referee's fiat a just 
one ; as is usual in all such cases, he was blackguarded by a few whose 
tense of justness and idea of common respect we take the liberty to 
censnre. As the men were ordered to be in the boats at 12°47 o'clock 
on Monday last we subjoin the following particulars of the second race. 


Sxconp RAok.—T'o witness the second trial of these men the num- 
ber of spectators exceeded that of Saturday, and as the weather was 
again fine and the water smooth, an excitin g Match was looked for, at 
least for the first half mile, when it was considered that Matfin would 
take the lead, and win without an effort afterwards, Anyone who saw 
the first day’s race, naturally and jastly looked on the finale as a fore- 
gone eonclusion, but the old aphorism appeared boldly out once more, 
and the folly of counting one’s chickens before they are hatched, caused 
the majority of Matfin’s friends, and indeed the public generally, to 
discuss the finish of the match with equal astonishment and approval, 
The Bon-Accord and the Anthony Nichol steamers attended. Punctual 
to the specified hour, 12.47 o'clock, ‘l'aylor put off, and Matfin followed 
from Boyd's at once after, and a few minutes to one o’clock the start 
was prepared for. Taylor had his orders to keep well into the centre 
of the river, which did not suit Matfin, so considerable time was waste 
before any definite business was attempted. The botting at this time 
was 2 to 1 on Matfin, but half a point more was enquired after, As 
it became ad that Taylor was determined not to throw away the 
least possible chance, and the probability of a screw being loose bots 
were declared off, and 6 to 4 was all that could be obtained afterwards. 
While Taylor and Matfin were at the mark some cowardly fellow, 
either from the Javel Groupe or the High Level Bridge, threw a large 
stone at Taylor, which might have done serious damage. Such a 
monstrous action cannot be too greatly deplored. Itis a pity that 
common sense alone will not tempt such scoundrels to study equity, 
Perhaps 20 minutes’ delay ensued before Taylor gave way, and went 
more to the north side, and without the least further ado the atart was 
made, Matfin having a little the worst of it. The above description 
of the first race will, in a material sense, act the double purpose, be- 
cause for the firat half mile, exempting the foul, the pace and state of 
the match were identical, On Monday Taylor went to work beautifully, 
and he led by ono length opposite the west end of the Mansion 
Houge, Matfin now slightly crept up, and a really fine spurt took 

lace for the next quarter of a mile, when Taylor held the command 
Ey rather more than four feet. This was opposite the Middens, and 
about the same spot as the accident occurred on Saturday. Of course 
the public had reckoned on Matfin collaring T'aylor at this preciso 
situation, and as proof of their faith the friends of the latter could 
have got any odds to large sums. At this place Matfin, fearing a foul, 
kept considerably off, and Taylor having got, as some one remarked 
near to ua, his second wind, made immense uso of his arms, and in- 
stead of falling off, as supposed, he led by the old distance of one 
length at the Shot Tower. Here the bend was against Matfin, but he 
cared little about either curves or straights evidently, as he steered 
completely off, and it was generally remarked that ho intended an ex- 
cursion to the other sider of the water, ‘Taylor, with one and a half 
longths the best of the match, went off also, and they rowed this wise 
until near to the mouth of the Annie, whon Taylor got successfully in. 
Matfin was not ao fortunate, ho had to make a sort of semi-circle, and 
in the act his right scull caught the bank, and he lost a stroke as near 
as possible. Plucky like, he started after Taylor, who now led by two 
lengths. Once he nearly overlapped the latter’s quarters, but Jemm 
got away, and a ding dong race now took place to the finish, Matfin 
pulled as strongly as af the outset, and he gradually brought himself 
upto Taylor, Fate was against him, however. With victory almost 
within his grasp, he fouled a fishing boat, aud eventually lost the 
match by one length, as near as could be guessed from the steamer. 
Seldom has a gamer race been viewed on the Tyne ; it was a credit to 
both men, and both winner and loser deserve praise. ‘Time, 11 min. 
24} seo., which we dare say has not been equalled. Mr, J. A. Raivd 
made a collection for Matin, who pulled back te the Nu. cuera Rowin 
Club boathouse as fresh aso Tork.

SCULLERS’ RACK BETWEEN EDWARD BARRATTE AND 
FRANK KILSBY, FOR £100, 

These men rowed a sculling match on Tuesday, for £50 a side, over 
the course, from Putney to the Ship at Mortlake. ‘Those who expected 
to witness a close or exciting contest went away disappointed, for a 
duller race we have not seen for some months, and, though there was a 
fair tide under them, the men took an unusually long time to go the 
distance. The weather during the morning was very changeable and 
showery, but about one o'clock it cleared up a little, and the race was 
rowed in an interval of fine weather, 
iidward Barratt, of Manchester, is twenty-seven years of ago, stands 
Hft 9yin, and weighed 10st 7lb. Though unknown to the aquatic world 
of London, he has taken part in soveral local affairs, and rowed third 
to Kelly and Cooper for the Ohampionship of the Ouse, at King's 
Lynn, On the present match being made, he commenced training 
with great regularity and steadiness on tho Irwell and at Hollingworth 
Take, and subsequently came to Kelly's to receive the finishing 
touches. ‘The Ohampion has been most sedulous in his exertions to 
improve hia style, and a marked change forthe better was perceptible 
since his debut on the Putney waters, but his division were by no means 
confident. ‘Though ho looked as fit as possible, there ia physically a 
want of the muscular development usually found in professional 
aquatica, but, as the result showed, he on Monday proved 
himself at least equal to the oocasion. He rowed in a 
Jewitt. Frank Kilsby, of the Old Barge House, Lambeth, is twenty-~ 
three years old, weighs 10st Gib, and stands Oft 8in. Though much 
younger than his opponent, he has been for some time before the 
public, and has taken part inseyeral good races, Inu matches he hag 
defeated, in addition to some minor affairs, Wise, Biffen, and more re- 
cently ‘Teasdale Wilson, of Newcastle, He was beaten by David 
Ooombes, both in a match and in the race for Doggett’s Coat last year, 
but onthe one occasion he was very unwell, aud Dogpott’s race ig 
seldom a critorion of merit, the tactics of the referee and the cutters 
being usually beneath criticism,  Kilaby, with Coombes as partner, 
algo rowed a pair-oared match against Fonton and Kemp, whom they 
beat anyhow; and Kileby, with Randolph Cook (who is now matched 
against ‘'om Hoare), won the pairs at the Thames National Regatta 
last year, and repeated the coup this season, when they also, with 
Sadler and Qannon, won the Champion Fours (£100), For the present 
match Kilsby trained at Mr, Willeox’s, Barnes, and, under the surveil~ 
Jance of the worthy host, was gettingon very well in company with 
Tom Hoare, but an accident to his hand interfored with his rowing 
work, and he was consequently rathor over weight, though 
his friends had tho greatest confidence in hia success. 
A. steamer accompanied tho race, carrying Mr. J. [relaud, the referee, 
and a fair apriakling of spectators, amongst whom the Manchester 
division were conspicuous, Barratt’s brother stood umpire for him, and 
Kilsby was represented by Mr. Wiilcox.

Roya Enatisnh Opera.—The second season of the Royal English 
Opera Company commences to-night with * L’ Africaine,” placed upon 
the stage with all the resources of the establishment brought to bear 
upon it. In the prospectus issued by the directors, the production © 
this great work for the first time in English form, is referred to wi 
singular modesty. This judicious reticence we hail as a good sign of 
their honest intention to do their best with tho means at their disposal, 
without the employment of puffery. The company they have secured, 
is, almost beyond question, the most efficient that could be becugl to- 
gether. We observe, with regret, that the name of Mr. Sims Reeves 
is absent from the list of tenors, but that it is so is, wo believe, attri- 
butable to no disinclination on the part of tho directors to engage the 
best English tenor. The absence of Mr. Santley from the company is 
also, we have good reason to believe, consequent upon circumstance’ 
over which the directors could have no possible control. In respect 0 
sopranos their engagements have been on a scale of extraordinary 
liberality, including Miss Louisa Pyne, Madame Sherrington, and 4 
Mdlle. Ida Gilliess, from the Conservatoire, Paris, and pupil of the ré- 
nowned Auber. All the most successful productions of last season 
will be revived :—‘' Masaniello,’’ Gounod’s ** Mock Doctor,” 82 
George Macfarren’s ‘ Helvellyn.” During the season Auber’s ‘Le 
Domino Noir” is to be given, in addition to Felicien David's ‘ Lalla 
Rookh.” ‘T'wo entirely new and original works are also to be bronght 
out, the first entitled “Ida,” by Henry Leslie, In this pieco Malle.

HAYMARKET. 


The return of Mr. Charles Mathews to the London stage, after his 
recent well-known triumph on the Parisian boards, gives new eclat to 
the opening of the Haymarket season and to the performance of thi# 
consummate artiste, During the past month he has, naturally, been 
put thoroughly on his mettle while acting “ L’Homme Blase” in the 
language in which it was originally written, and under the eyes © 
the great French actor who ‘‘created” the part of the tired-out 
seugualist; the resultis, that his performance of Sir Charles Coldstream 
is Now more admirable than ever, especially with regard to the ipi- 
tiatory phases of the character, He paints the ennui of the voluptuary 
with the exhaustive minuteness of detail of Mei sonior, but, like that 
great painter, never for a moment loses sight of the general effect 0 
the picture he is producing. His Sir Charles Coldstream combines th® 
finish of a dainty miniature on ivory with the breadth of a lite-si2® 
Velasquez. With the plough-boy side of the character hoe acems never 
to have had any sympathy, The piece dropsfrom high comedy in th? 
first act into broad tarce in the second, and he is content to allow 
to play itself out. He plays in the second act neither better nor wors? 
than he has always played in it; but in the first he has cortainly gon® 
astep nearer to perfection, and his performance is one that all whe 
relish masterly acting should see, Planche’s highly polished e% 
travaganza of “The Golden Fleece,” with Mrs, Charles Mathews 9 
Medea, is a welcome revival, and is received with hearly applause by 
audieuces who have often before laughed heartily at its refine 
jocosities. The Medea of Mrs. Charl+s Mathews has lost none of the 
excellently simulated vehemence which characterised the performance? 
when it was first presented by this steadily improving actress, while it 
has largely gained in finish and completeneas of effost, The Chorad 
of Mr, Charles Mathews is one of his most famous inpersonations ; his 
impertubable coolness in the midst of the exciting incidents of whiol 
he 1s the observer and commentator, is, as it has always been, in the 
very highest vein of comedy. His famous “ patter” song of “ Th? 
Dream” has been touched up and poiated with half a dozen mor

authorities), had never been compiled. We have, while writing thes? 
lines, and within hand's reach, “ Che Pleasant and Delightful History 
of Dorastus, Prince of Sicily, and Fawnia, ouly Daughter and Heir t 
Pandosto, King of Bohemia,” written by “R, Greon, M.A. in Cam 
bridge,” and beyond question the direct source of Shakespeare 
* Winter's Tale.” I: would be difficult, porhaps, to find a single taliatt 
novel of the sixteenth century that has not been reproduced in # rh 
matic form. Within the last thirty years Boccacio has furnished the 
plot of at least one play. ‘lo jamptrom Cinthio to Sir Walter Scott, 
is hardly affirming too much to say that every oue of tha * Waver® 
Novels” has been reproduced upon the stage. ‘ho objection taken * 
the dramatic reproduction of popular novels is, indeed, simply caption.

The character of Julia Desmond, which she had elaborated and 
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sented to her readers with masterly completeness, the would-be dra- 
matic translator has completely destroyed, by robbing it of allits natural- 
ness, Ashe has presented it, the character of Julia Desmond is that of a 
a diabolical woman, wicked without apology or motive for her 
Wickedness, Miss Braddon’s Julia Deauican is nothing of the kind;

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FISHING TAOKLE AT THE DUBLIN HXHAIBITION, 

We learn that the Fisherman's Magazine, after a brief career, has 
ceased to exist in a separate form, and will shortly be amalgamated 
with a new journal devoted mainly to anbjecta connected with na- 
tural history, under the title of “ The Land and the Water.” Tho 
current number contains the following excellent article on the * Show 
of Fishing-tacklein the Dablin Exhibition,” from the pen of Mr, Wil- 
Ham Pinkerton :— 

** There are but five exhibitors of fishing tackle: two 
Trish, two English, and one Scotch. Among them, 
most conspicuous by its absence, there is not the time- 
honoured namo of Kelly. Some forty or mayhap fifty 
years ago, ere we had hirther advanced in our angler’s 
degree than junior stickleback catcher, the name of 
Martin Kelly was a household word among all the 
lrish, and, nota few of the English fishermen, The 
third, haply the fourth generation of the Kellys, may 
still be found selling tackle at the corner of Sackville- 
street, though the establishment now enjoys the high- 
sounding title of a ‘Gunpowcer Office,’ whatever that 
may mean, O tempora mutantur! even the old anec- 
dotes of the renowned and sometimes rather irascible 
Martin have died out at tho places where Irish anglers 
most do congregate, along with the old race of good 
fishers, and cheery, quizzical companions, who used to 
relate those good stories, flavouring them occasionally 
with expletives, now unknown almost to tavern 
society. _ Who now, alas! can tell the story of Martin 
Kelly and tho invisible fly, that so often has set the 
table in aroar? And it must be said, when speaking 
of Martin, that long ere Miss Emily Faithfull and the 
Victoria Press had even been thought of, Martin Kelly 
had set on foot a plan of employing women in. making 
fishing flies and tackle. The peculiar neatness of those 
flies, and the exact copies in shade and form made from 
saree were invariably attributed to the neat-handed 

*hillisea who so deftly dressed them. 

* Who then maintains the honour of Ireland, a9 the 
prime tacklo-maker in the present International Exhi- 
bition? Lhe answer is easy and self-evident, admitting 
neither of doubt nor dispute, it is Flint, of Lssex-quay, 
Dublin. His flies are numerous, particularly neat and 
woll tied ; he exhibits, too, a salmon-fly in its five dif- 
ferent stages of manufacture, Butitis in new inven- 
tions of his own, and the adoption and manufacture of 
the newest and best inventions of the day, that this en- 
ierprising tackle-maker particularly shines, A strong, 
usefal, portable landing-net has long been a desideratum 
to fishermen. ‘That there are plenty of portable land- 
ing-nets, we all know, unsteady, shaky things, dang- 
ling at the end of a pole, scarcely capablo of securely 
holding a good-sized butterfly; but Flint’s is a salmon 
Janding-net in every sense of tho phrase, capable of 
landing the largest salar that swima; as portable ag 
auch an implement can possibly be made, and, conse- 
quently, a complete discouragement to the use of the 
lish-spolling, kelt-slaughtering gaff, the only pleasant 
weapon in the repertoire, if the word be admissible,of the 
salmon-fisher. 

“Flint has also a new salmon reel, purporting to be 
of his own invention, which he terms the ‘Exhibition 
Wheel.” The axle runs on steel bushes, which js said 
to prevent wear, causing the frequont shakiness, and 
one-sidedness that ordinary wheels, aftey a short use, 
genorally fall into, It has no multiplying nonsense 
about it, but seoms to be a plain, useful, bronze- 
coloured, working wheel; without projections to 
catch unlucky loops or bighta of lines, by which go 
many good fish ara 60 provokingly lost. It would be unfair to doubt 
the originality of Plint’s alleged invention of steel bughes as applied 
to fishing wheois, the articles haying been seen Mérely in tho cage 
of exhibition, though the idea is cortainly somewhat familiar to our 
memory. Nevertholess, as it seems to be an excellent wheel for apin- 
ningg purposes, we intend to have one, at an early opportunity---the 
wooden line-entanglers of Nottingham being exceedingly antago- 
nistical to the enjoyment of a contemplative recreation, and a sad 
source Of manifold unpleasantness. 
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ment.—Ep.] Moreover, sob content with adopting the best Hoglish 
inventions of the period, he turoa to the best Scottish, and exhibits

Specimens of dyed 
seal’s fur aro exhibited, His flies, of which ha. shows many varieties, 
are most excellont, It might be hypercritical in one who, at present,

—not too Jong in the wing. But as elaborate examples of fly-tielug 
they are simply beauties, and have to a not altogether inexperienced 
eye the indescribable, game, varinint look of being deadly killers. 
“The same maker also exbibits two improved Castle Connell 
salmon roda. They are made of greenhoarts in three divisions, which

splice together. When extended, one of the rods measures about at 
feet, the other is about a foot longer, but when not spliced togethe 

the lengths measure from about seven feet six inches, to, probably, & 
foot more, thia last fact forms the great drawback to the use of those 
splendid rods, ‘Their great lougth utterly preventing thom from being 
travelling companions, though certainly they form the most amuslag 
and useful of vade mecums at a river side, As made by Flint, these 
improved Gastie Connell rods are light, well balanced, and of great 
casting power and precision; the complete absence of the stiff, uu- 
bendable dead weight of brazon joints, greatly contributing thereto. 
‘Lives there a man with soul so dead,’ who has not experienced eed 
mental pleasure derived from the simple sight, say 0 hy 
good horseor a good dog? Descending to inanimate 
objects, we can recognize and enjoy, at tho first glance, 
a good gun, sword, or other instrument of pleasure or 
employment; and these Castle Connell rods, from 
their total absence of superfluous brass work, our owe 
early experience of the valuable qualities of & splice 

rod, and their practical, workmanlike, fish-killing 8P- 
pearance, made the blood rush quicker through the ol 

man's veins, and midst the din of the Exhibition we 
saw—in our mind’s eye, Horatio—the exciting deadly 
contest with the powerful fresh-run fish, the puckling 
bending rod, of which every inch, every half-inch, from 
point to reel, bore its own share of the strain, unlso~ 
lated by brass joints, unencumbered by the unbending 
dead wood of a butt piece or handle, as it ase be 
termed; then heard we the whirring music 0 the 
rapidly revolving wheel—in our mind’s ear—most pro~ 
bably, and, chancing to cast an eye a Jittle lower, saW 
a fish. No! not a fish, for, in detiance of the naturalist 
we hold withthe Highlander that no animal is worthy 
of the nameof fish or ‘fush,’ save a salmon, It was 4 
monstrous preserved pike, said to have weighed 40lb. 
when in the flesh, or fish rather, and, unlike many 
other monster specimens of ea similar kind, it actually 
appears to have weighed the weight alleged, even to 
the last pennyweight of the last ounce, It was caught 
by trolling in Lough Corrib. Heaven preserve us from 
ever mecting with a monster like this: our largest 
spoil of the pike species was a 28-pounder, and W® 
found it quite big and ugly enough for our purpose 
Poor Leech! Who can ever forget the pike gaping 
open-mouthed, probably barking, at Mr. Briggs? But 
this monster of Lough Corrib would, in similar cit 
cnmstances, very soon have devoured its captor, 1eav- 
ing only to Mrs, Briggsthe consolation of a bran new 
widow's cap. 

“The other Irish exhibitor is the firm of Weekes 
and Son, also of Essex-quay, Dublin; a region that 
seems to have a prescriptive right to accommodate 
dealers in fishing tackle. But Messrs. Weekes come 
bine the trade of gunmaking with that of dealing 32 
fishing-tackle, and, as we need scarcely observe to the 
judicious reader, his exhibition case proves that he 19 
lar from attaining excellence in either. ‘They have, 
however, a decent-looking collection of spoon-baits, 
artificial minnows, and other articles coming, fairly 
enough, under the denomination of fishing-tackle; aud 
amoung the ilies there are some of an unmistaxably 
French appearance. What those flies, if flies they be, 
ure intended to represent, is as great a mystery as how 
they made their way from France to lreland, The 
only solution for this knotty enigma that we can give, 
so clumsily Gallic do they appear, is that they were 
copied as curious freaks of uature and art, from /4 
mouche artificielle as engraved in that very curiongy pro- 
duction ‘ Le Pecheur a toutes lignes’ of De Massas, 

‘‘ As already observed, there are two English exhibi- 
tors, and when it is said that one of them is Charles 
Farlow, of the Strand, it must be very clear that, in 
point of competition, the other can be nowhere. In name, however, 
he is Aldred, of Oxford-street, and exhibits » New York prize medal 
in his case, And from what we know of fish and fishing, in the 
landof the west, Aldred’s tackle is*as well worthy of the American 
trophy, ay the latter is a fitting prize for the tackle. But it must never- 
theless be said, that Aldred exhibits a collection of archery accoutre- 
ments capable of Whipping all creation, and delighting the most 
fastidious toxophilite, Jot him be a drawer of the louger or the 
shorter bow. 
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‘In this International Exhibition, the first fishing tacklo maker in | 
England, in trath we may say the world, nobly sustains his well- 
earned fame. Farlow’s grand end and aim seems to bo compriaed in 
the three words, Strength, Neatness, Cheapuess. With respect to 
cheapneas, it may readily te assumed that there is no allusion made to 
the cheap rubbish atill sold in some parts of London as fishing tackle ; 
but which would be dear at a gift—thero is no greater delusion, 
mockery, and snare uader the sun, than too cheap fishing tackle, Ag 
to Farlow’s flies, their highest eulogium is that they are just what 
might be expected from his establishment. We are certain, however, 
that on his smallest midge flies, there is far too much dubbing. And 
thereby hangsa tale. Some time ago, when we were introducing our 
spem gregis to the pleasures of fly-fishing, we entered him, as Dandie 
Dinmont would say, at the Thames dace. We wonder ifthe T.A.P.S. 
have sincs succeeded in expelling those lively little fish from the grand 
old river? Well, we found that the dace rose inthe most lively manner 
to the tiny midge flies, but strike or not strike, they obstinately refused 
tobe hooked, While cocky-bondhu of equal size, but with less dubbing 
though they did not cause 50 many rises, always brought those that, 
did rise, safely to the bank. In fact, we belicve, that the over-much 
dubbing completely masked the tiny hook, and thus prevented the fish 
from being taken. ; 

“Thore is @ Scotch exhibitor, Beloe of Coldstream. Tlis rods, as 
feen in the case, scarcely seem to be quite up to exhibition pitch, but 
his case of flies is a very remarkable specimen of tho truly beautiful in 
nature aud art. ‘he salmon and grilse flies, among which several old 
aid modern favourites may be readily recognized, are tastefully ar- 
ranged to show to the best advantage ; and, interspersed among them 
are the tiny trout flies used in the well thrashed rivers of the south of 
Scotland, where the small though plentifol trout run some 4,6, and 
even 6 toa pound, and the capture of a Triton, weighing over the 
pound, fernishes a whole column to the Kelso Warder, tho Selkirk 
Souter, or the Gala-Water Braw Lad,all journals of the highest authority 
on the fishings of the Southern Border.” 
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When dog shows were first held, 
the judges made several blunders 
in the Irish setter prize-lists, Carlo, 
the second-prize dog at Birmingham, 
was for a considerable time the type 
of excellence. Mr. Birtwhistie’s 
Tim, however (a remarkably clever- 
looking setter), and Mr, Watts’s 
Ranger (a very handsome dog), in- 
deed, were the specimens which first 
upset all their preconceived notions 
ot lrish breeding. Carlo had the wide 
brow, the “chubby” face, the large 
languid eye, black-tipped plumage 
of the oldschool, ‘Tim and Ranger, 
both of them (whether Irish or not) 
possessed purity of colour, length 
and depth of frame, and the flashy 
‘fast’ look of the penuine article 
In 1864 (we believe) Capt. Hutchin- 
son first exhibiied his blood-red Lrish 
setter Bob, by Dash out of Quail, and 
distanced all his competitors, An 
enchanting dog he is, and well des- 
conded from the best blood in Ireland 
on both sides. Heis a red chestuut, 
flat-coated, with a very grand, sen- 
sible, expressive head; a powerful 
loin, and good straight Jimbs, all 
bone and muscle. At the first glance 
he may appear rather cumbrous in 
his build; but, upon examination, 
we discover the recret of his grace 
and endurance in his strong loin, hia 
long, well-sloped shoulders, and 
eapital feetand legs, Having said so 
much of Bob, we go on to describe 
what the Irish setter ought to be. 

Ho averages in height 24}, and 
sometimes reaches 26 inches. We 
suggested, when describing the Gor- 
don vetter, that the black-tan came 
from Ireland. That opinion has been 
corroborated; but the blood red, or 
rich chestnut or muhogany colour, 
the deep rich red, not golden, not 
fallow, nor yellow, nor fawn, but 
deep pure, biood-red, is the colour 
of an Lrish setter of high mark. This 
colour must be unmixed with black ; 
and, tested in a strong light, there 
must not be black shadows or waves, 
much less black fringe to the ear, or 
to the profile of the frame. 

There are good Irish setters nearly 
white, red and white, black-tan, or 
intimately crossed with black-tan, 
and in the last case showing the 
distinctive marks of the cross in the 
black tipping of the coat,which Irish 
judges consider a very great tault 
in colour. 

‘ne head sbould be long, the 
cranium large, the brow well de- 
veloped, and projecting; and the 
Sparkling, hazel eye, ful of fire and 
wnima tion, will carry off the appear- 
ance of sullennees or bad temper. 

The ears should be long, set low, 
moderately wide, tapering towards 
the base, and the edges should be 
very moderately fringed. 

Vho Trish setter js rather more 
“on the leg” than the English dog. 
His ribs are a little more hooped, 
His briaket is very deep. In hig 
back ribs he is a litde deficient, and 
he might be improved in that respect. 


His loin is very strong, though hig quarters aro rather drooping; but 
his thighs and hocks, which are powerful, make up for this defect. 
His feet are round, hard, and well protected by the solo and feather. 
Tis stern is rather straighter than that of the Gordon or English breeds 
‘nd the feather longer, but yet comb-like and flat, and of good quality.

THE CATTLE PLAGUE AND MANKIND, 
(To the Editor of the ** [uatrated Sporting News.” ) 

Bir,—Seving in The Star of Monday @ letter from a medical gentle- 
man named Crisp, containing some observations in reference to the 
cattle plague and its influence on the human species, 1, though out of 
no desire to give any alarm, feel it an imperative duty as a veterinary 
surgeon of many years’ standing, to protest against the notion thatthe 
flesh of any animal that haa been attacked by the true plague can be 
eaten with impunity, or handlod by suy one with cuts or sores on their 
hands, with a cortainty of escape from consequences of both a fright- 
ful and fatal nature. Y 

I have found daring my period of inspection, that animals suffering 
from pleuro-paeumonta, the flesh of which in tho first stage of that dis- 
ease will probably not bo injurious to the human being it well cooked, 
are now from the prevailing panio set down as suilering from the 
cattle plague, and during the last few days several such cases have 
come under my notice, 1 havo no wish to dispute the medical 
knowledge of the gentleman who writes, but, as an ordinary measure 
of precaution, knowing from my own experience that the worst forms 
of disease the human frame is liable to arise from the eating diseased 
meat, [think we cannot be too careful in seoing that nothing of the 
kind should be gold, however tempting to the poor man by its price, 
or we may indace a worse foo among us than even the dreaded cholera, 
which, I trust, by the blessing of Providence, we may avoid,—Your

VINCENT WALLACE, 

Vincent Wallace was born at Waterford in the year 1815. The 
paragraph which conveyed the sad intelligence of his death, stated that 
the deceased composer was in his 58rd year. The Biographical Dic- 
tionaries, however, English, American, and French, from which we 
glean the following particulars of his singularly eventful life, unite in 
placing the date of Wallace’s birth in the year of the Battle of Waterloo. 
His father was master of a military band, and an excellent practica 
musician, playing nearly every instrument in the orchestra. The 
young Wallace displayed a wonderful aptitude to excel his father m 
all these accomplishments, and at the age of fifteen could handle 
with considerable mastery nearly every instrument, and could play 
with extraordinary excellence the pianoforte, the violin, the clarinet, 
and the guitar, Norwas this a meredisplay of mechanical{facility ; for he 
had written more than two hundred compositions—fantasias, marches, 
&c.—for military bands before the period at which we have commence 
his history. So Wallace at fifteen, though a young leader, was an ol 
musician. At that age he went to Dublin, at first occupying the posi- 
tion of violinist in the orchestra of the theatre, and afterwards being 
entrusted, according to Fetis, withthe “ direction ” of the Philharmonic 
Society. His position in Dublin brought him into contact with all the 
musical celebrities of that day, and doubtiess his resolutions were 
strengthened by the kind encouragement and judicious commendation 
of Paganini, Catalani, and others, For three years he occupied a high 
position in Dublin, and had the honour of directing the first perfor- 
mance of Beethoven's ‘* Mount of Olives "in Ireland, At the age of 
eighteen his strength seemed to sink under the pressure of his many 
studies, A long sea voyage was recommended for the establishment of 
his health; so he sailed for Sydney. Fora long period after his arrival 
in Australia he led an active life; his violin remained unpacked, and 
he literally plunged into the bush. But for one characteristic circum- 
stance the world might never have known Wallace the composer. 
During one of his brief visits to the town of Sydney he was invited by 
some friends to attend a musical party. He went, little dreaming 
how that evening was to influence his destiny for ever, When 
he entered the room he saw four gentlemen seated round a 
table working away with greater will than power at a 
quartet of Mozart. All the music slumbering at his heart seemed to 
spring at once into vivid life. Much to the surprise of his host, he 
played first fiddle in the next quartet, and so they played on till morn- 
ing. The fame of his playing spread through the town like wildfire, 
and reached the ears of the Governor, Sir John Burke, who urged 
Wallace to give a concert. After much persuasion he consented. His 
success Was great; and Sir John Burke, as a mark of his delight, sent 
him two hundred sheep, which was in that country, and at that time, 
a princely gift. After giving several concerts, a restless desire to 
travel seized npon him. First he visited Van Diemen’s Land, then 
New Zealand, whence he went on a whaling voyage in the South 
Seas. From New Zealand he journeyed to the Kast Indies, With 
that unconsciousness or recklessness of danger which was 
his characteristic in those days, he penctrated far into the interior, and 
encountered incidents of travel from which nothing but remarkable 
coolness and presence of mind could have delivered him. After doing 
all he deomed worthy, tiger-hunting included, be longed for change of 
scene, aad started from Madras, on half a day's thought, for Valparaiso, 
in South America, From Santiago hecrossed the majestic Cordilleras 
of the Andes to Buenos Ayres, where his stay however, on account of 
the blockade, was but brief. I[e returned to Santiago, where he dis- 
played charactoristic energy. He had given a pledgo to play at a 
concert on a certain day in Valparaiso, for the benefit of a charity, 
but some circumstavces drove the promise from his memory. 
Being reminded by a friend of the fact when it was apparently im- 
possible for him to reach Valparaisoin time, Wallaco resolved to ride 
on horseback the whole distance, 125 miles, to keep faith, He per- 
formed this equestrian feat by means of 13 horses in less than 11 hours, 
and wasin time for the concert. From Chili he went to Pern, and 
gave a concert at Lima, which produced the large sumof 5,000 dollars. 
He visited the West Indies; and then went to Vera Cruz, Tampico, 
and the city of Mexico. His success in these cities was great, and in 
New Orleans his triumph was sill more gratifying, ‘So great was 
tho enthusiasm his performance excited,” according to the statement 
of our American authority, “that the musicians in the orchestra 
forgot to play, and laid down their instruments to join in 
the tumult of applause.” From Now Orleans he journeyed 
through the States, aud his conceria wera a succession of triumphs. 
Wallaca next camo to London, where, in the year 1816, he wrote 
“ Maritana,” the first and most popular of all his operas. His second, 
‘+ Matilda of Hungary,” composed in 1847, proved far less successful, 
bat Wallace’s fame had now spread through Europe, and ho was in- 
vited to supsrintend the production of his operatic version of ** Don 

Josar de Bazan” in Vienna, where it enjoyed considerable favour. 
A long interval now elapsed in his career before his next opera was 

produced. This was “ Lurline,” brought out under the Pyne and 

arrison management in 1860. The brilliant success must still be 
fresh in the memory of all musical readers, It was succeeded in the 
spring of the following yearby “ Tho Amber Witch”—the most elabo- 
rate of all his works, but which the depressing nature of the 
libretto prevented from becoming widely popular. Late in the succeed- 
ing year “Love's ‘riumph” appeared, and “The Desert Flower” 
closedin the following autumn the last of his acted lyric dramas, On 
these wo refrain from enlarging, for they must he vividly remembered 
by all; and, indeed, it is scarcely the time to be critical on a composer’é 

roductions so soon after he has passed away. Asa musician Vincent 
Vallace was conscientious and artistic, no less than versatile and in- 
ventive; as amanhe was kindly and generous, as well as brilliant and 
adventurous. His loss to the world of art will be great; there is no 
rising man to take his place.—Daily Telegraph,

FRENOH THEATRIOALS, 

A New Frve-act Drama at the Odeon, bearing the title ‘Des Para- 
sites,” and written by M. Ernest Rasetti, has been produced with suc- 
cess. It is built upon a somewhat old stage foundation, but is never- 
theless original in treatment. A young sculptor, a “ parasite” of love, 

represented as holding in abhorrence the trammels of legitimate 
affections and duty. His willis to lead an unfettered life. He attempts 
to seduce a young and pure-minded girl whose love he has won, but 
who, on seeing her hopes thus destroyed, marries a gentleman who has 

onourably sought her hand, Her former lover no sooner learns that 
she is the wife of another than he redoubles his attack upon her 
Virtue, The result is that he arouses her husband’s jealousy, and in her 
despair she takes what she believes to be a dose of deadly poison, at the 
moment when her pursuer surreptitiously entered theroom. ‘Thesight 
of her apparently lifeless body throws him off his guard, and makes 
him forget the danger of his position. He calls Joudly for help, but to 
avoid discovery attempts to make his escapo by the window through 
which he had entered ; at that moment a shot is fired and ho falls dead, 
A servant, placed to watch in the grounds of the house, has taken him 
fora burglar. The draught taken by the heroine does not prove fatal, 
and she is left in the embrace of her calmly but solidly loving hus- 
band. There are ea number of other charactors engaged in working 
out the story, all more or less strongly drawn; aud, in spite of a 
certain feebleoness of construction in parts, the pieco is extremely 
effective. 

A New Orrrerta, at the Bouffos Parisiennes, called‘ Uno Boite de 
Surprises,” has been produced with brilliant success, It was first 
played during the season of 1864, at the little Kursaal Theatre, and is 
the composition of M. Deffes, the libretto by MM. Forges and Lau- 
reucin. ‘The scene of the piece passes at Algiers. ‘l’o escape from tho 
Watchfulness of a hard uncle, and to rejoin her lover, who has gone to 
France, Sidonie, the heroine, consents to allow horself to ba stowed in 
the travelling trunk of a merchant's clerk, who thinks that he is carry- 
ing her off for his own benefit. The doite, with its unusual contents, 
goes here and there, Sidonil finding herself now a young girl, now & 
lay-figure, now a Moroccan slipper-seller. The piece is soreamingly 
funny from beginning to ond, She is admirably bright and dramatic. 
During the season & new operetta, entitled “ Uno Affaire d’Honneur,” 
the libretto by MM. Henri Rochefort and Albert Wolf, tho musio by 
Offenbach, will be produced, 

“Les Fruits Sxcs,” by MM. Dumanoir and Olairville, at the Theatre 
des Varivtes, was so ill received on its first representation that the 
curtain desconded even before the end of the third act. It has been 
tried again, for a few nights, but without producing any better effect 
on the public, 

“T/amour Quit Tun,” isthe title of a now drama at the Thoatre 
Beaumarchais. It is a story of two young work-women, one virtuous, 
the other otherwise. Of course the virtuous girl marries a virtuous 
young workman and is happy, while the other goes away with a wicked 
swell and comes back very unhappy indeed, with nothing left for her 
to do, in fact, but to die, according to Oliver Goldsmith's well-known 
formula—‘' When loyely woman stoops to folly,” &c.

Rake Cea ; gee VES 
Death of Bowl Palmerston, 
Lord Palmerston died on Wednesday morning at a quarter 
before eleven o'clock. The alarming nature of his illness 
was made known on Tuesday morning, and hour by hour he 
sank until death terminated his sufferings, Our readers will 
not, on such an occasion, consider that we step very far out of 
our way when we quit our usual course to appear in an arena to 
which we are strangers. ‘The tangled web of political life 
we never seek to unravel, and with statesmen we have few 
dealings ; but when such a man as Lord Palmerston disap- 
pears from this busy scene, it would be a neglect of duty 
not to mark the event by a recognition of his  brilliaat 
services, and an expression of deep regret at his departure 
from amongst us. Lord Palmerston will neyer take a place 
in history as a great genius, but he wiil live in our memories 
as the best beloved and most successful of Knglish statesmen, 
For sixty years he was & popular man, aud during the last 
few years of his life that pogularivy became perfectly mar- 
yellous, By the Whigs he was looked upon as the prop and 
mainstay of the party, and if he did not win the admiration, 
he certainly held the respect, of the party sitting in opposi- 
tion to him. The most rabid Tory had nothing to say 
against Lord Palmerston except that he wished hum out of 
office and his own party in. Bat no Tory in his right senses 
ever wished Lord Palmerston to lay down the reins of the 
administration in favour of another Whig. Conservatism 
could stomach Palmerston, for Palmerston conciliated Con- 
servatives. 

The noble old Premier was opposed to all violent changes 
in our political system. His enmity to Mr. Bright and party 
was as strong as that which we may suppose Lord Deroy to 
feel, and his opposition to the democratic agitations uf the 
«Manchester school” was nlways strong and decisive. During 
the Liverpool and Castlereagh days, he was not regarded by 
the public as likely to rise. He took a respectable position on 
the second Ministerial bench, among. the Tories ; not often 
speaking, and when he did speak, attracting little attention. Ls 
was, most people thought, merely because accessions from the 
ranks of the Tories were worth having, that Lord Grey offered 
him advancement, and made him Foreign Secretary. He recog- 
nised Lord Grey and Lord Melbourne as his leaders, and 
acted cheerfully and devotedly under them, But under Lord 
Russell and Lord Aberdeen he began to champ the curb, 
He could not acknowledge Lord Russell, his junior, and in 
no mental respect his superior, to be fitted to lead him ; and 
as to the slow, cold, pompous Aberdeen, his supremacy was 
unendurable. The public, too, now began to weigh and 
balance these three men ; and long before Lord Palmerston 
was called upon to take the reins, the feeling among the people 
had become almost general that he was the natural head of a 
Liberal Government. His accession to the Premiership was a 
fortunate circumstance for the Whig party. Their owa man, 
Lord Russell, had broken down once or twice ; the Queen had 
shown that she was aware of this, They consented to act 
with the former subordinate of Lord Liverpool ; he consented 
to receive their aid, and for several years past this alliance 
has proved sufficient to carry on the business of the country, and 
to keep the Liberal party at thehelm. In private life nu man 
was more admired. He way universally beloved in all classes 
of society, and it was his peculiarity that he could adapt 
himself to his company with marvellous facility. Thus he 
became the favourite guest of Royalty, the idol of the great 
unwashed, and was always to be found equally ‘at home” 
with either. In the House of Commons his popularity was 
immense, and whenever he re-appeared after short absences 
enforced by his old enemy the gout, he was welcomed back as 
heartily by the Tories as by his own immediate friends. 
Peace be with him! He was a grand old man who had the 
happy gift of winning men’s hearts. His stalwart figure and 
happy face were familiar to all Englishmen, and it will be 
long before they find another who will enjoy so much of their 
confidence and love in the position he has left vacant.

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OLOSR OF ALL MO PEETS AND PALS IN HUNTINGDON. 


A deputation of farmers waited upon the St. Ives bench of magis~ 
trates on Monday week, and asked that an order should be made for 
the close of St. Ives cattle market. The magistrates refused to take 
such a responsibility upon themselves without first ascertaining the 
Opinion of quarter gessions. The court of quarter sessions was held 
at Huntingdon on Monday last, the Hon. Oolonel Dancombe in the 
chair. Mr. Fellowes, M.P., in accordance with notice previously given, 
rose to move a resolution, ‘(ho chairman said that he held in his 
hand 4 memorial from the farmors of the county, askiag that all fairs 
and markets should be closed against all cattle except fat stook, Mr. 
Fellowes said since he gave notice of his motion his attention had been 
drawn to an Order of Council, dated September 22, giving power to 
local authorities to close all markets against cattle named in the Order, 
The first question to be considered is, What is the local authority ? 
Is this the local authority, or is it the magistrates in petty sessions 
assembled? He brought this question before the court as he heard 
that an application had bsen made to the St, [ves magistrates on Mon~ 
day last to close the market, but as they did not feel themselves jus- 
tified iu taking upon themselves the responsibility of closing such 
a market as St. [ves, which is the largest in the county, they waited 
the opinion of quarter sessions. ‘There was one difficulty to decide— 
What wero store cattle? ‘They wore a lot of beasts, half-fat, brought 
into market, which were taken home by the farmer and properly 
fatted. After some further remarks he proposed ‘ That it is the 
opinion of this court that all store stock should be excluded from all 
fairs and markets in this county upto the 22nd of December, The 
motion having been seconded, Mr. R. Ginn, solicitor, St. Ives, pre- 
sented a memorial from the St. [ves Improvement Commissioners, pray- 
ing that no steps be taken in the matter; also a memorial signed by 
over 300 of the inhabitants, praying that no steps be taken in the 
matter, Mr. Ginn having addressed the meeting on behalf of the 
memorialists, Mr. Fellowes’s motion was put to the court and carried, 
Mr. Tellard thought it nothing but fair that all fairs and markets in 
the eastern counties should be closed, and proposed—* That the 
justices in quarter sessions assembled, having considered Sir George 
Grey's letter of the 12th inst, have this day expressed an opinion that 
all fairs and markets withia the county should bo closed, under the 
powers given by Order in Council of the 12ch September, to prevent 
the sale of all store stock, are of opinion that similar restrictions should 
be placed upon all fairs and markets in the Eastern Counties, especially 
Peterborough, Bury St. Edmands, Norwich, and Cambridge.” ‘The 
motion was carried.

Sir,—Permit me, through your columus, to make known a remedy 
used for cattle disease by one of the old school of cow-leeches, a man 
of large practice in the northern breeding districts thirty-tive years ago, 
and which he exultingly, at that time, boasted had never failed him in 
the treatment of more than two thousand animals, The remedy he kept 
jealously secret, allowing no one to see him prepare it, and which, I 
believe, he never divulged to anyone but mysel!, and then only by 
much persuasion, He was then a very old man, and must have long 
since passed away, and, as I believe, taking his secret with him. L 
consider it my duty, under the present great calamity that has fallen 
on the country, to make it known. . It may or may not be effective, 
I pretend to no veterinary or medical knowledge, but this is the remedy 
of a.professional cow-leech, and one who lived by the profession ; and 
as [ know the feeling of professional men generally to be jealous of the 
interference of others than of the profession, I think it better to make 
it generally known, that the proprietors of cattle may have the oppor- 
tunity of at once, on the first symptom of an attack, trying its effect 
as the disease, seems so deadly that not amoment should be lost. 

It it should fail, no worse result than the loss of the animal, and the 
trifling cost and trouble of applymg it can follow; and I consider it 
will be wise of cattle owners to keep the infusion ready prepared by 
them for mixing and immediate use, to prevent the danger of delay, 
as otherwise it will take some time to prepare. Leaving all personal 
and pecuniary considerations to the generosity of those who niay profit 
by it, and having already sent it to several Whose herds have been at- 
tacked, and finding the labour and timo taken up by so much corres- 
pendence ta be more than I can undertake, | feel it better to make it 
known through the Press, which, IL haye no doubt, will gladly assist 
every effort made by all to suppress this direful malady. 

The remedy is, to make a strong infusion of rosemary and featherfow 
by simmering it in some good strong sound ale, and giving as a warm 
drink a quart, to which add eight owiceés of castor oll, four ounces of 
tincture of rhubarb, and three ounces of the balsam of capivi,—I am,

“FAIR PLAY” AT ORIOKET. 

A curious controversy is just now raging as to whatis fair play in 
cricket. On Saturday, Sept. 30, at the Surrey ground, there Was a 
match between Surrey 4nd Lighteen Gentlemen. In the coarse of the 
game Mr, E, M. Grace, whose skill is well known, finding Jupp holding 
his ground at the wicket in defiance of the most insidioas and trying 
balls, resorted to an expedient which in the hands of a tyro would have 
been franght with risk, but with guch # judg of pace aad distance as 
himself soon produced the desired effect, Mr. Grace bowlela “ fn

pitch,” not an ordinary one, but ono culminating some thirty feet high, 
and descending upon the wicket at an angle unprovided for in the 
practice of the game. ‘This first attempt Jupp, however, succeeded in 
hitting to “leg” for two. A sacond followed, whereupon Jupp, who 
perhaps had fancied the former ball accidental rather than designed, 
turned sulky, and without an attempt at defence allowed the 
ball to take its course. Still the wicket stood intact; but 
a third ball, better judged than its predecessors, and alike disre- 
garded by Jupp, broke down the stumps. Thora was a barst 
of hisses from the spectators, who did not coaceal their sympathy for 
Jupp, nor their disapprobation of Mr. Grace's bowling. They stig- 
matized him as ao © old woman,” his bowling as ‘ no cricket,” till 
“time” was called, and, with a new man in, the game was recom- 
menced. 

The sporting papers took up the question; and numarous correspou- 
dents angrily support either sida. ‘The main accusation against Mr. 
Grace's new trick ia bowling is, that itis “ not cricket.’ That it 18 
quite legal we may as3umo, as the umpire did not dscide against 1. 
Aud virtually, as a well-known amateur remarked, ' any ball that takes a 
good batsman’s wicketmust be agood ball.” Thelawsofcrickat lay dowa 
limits of freedom for the batsman aad bowler; so long as they do not 
violate these, each plays “cricket.” Now and then some new intro- 
duction of science calls for a modification of law, but pro tem. all cou- 
formity with law must be fair cricket. No doubt a new oc uaused 
peyae of ball calls fora relative atyle of defence, bat there the matter 
ends. 

The essonce of good bowling—instance V. E. and R, D. Walker— 
consists not so much ina series of good yet identical balls, as in 
puzzling and unexpected variety, which tries the skill of the bataman 
at every point till the weak one is found. Thus it was the sheor sim- 
plicity of Mr. Grace's mode of attack that nonplussed his autagonist 
A tyro soon learns to hit or block an easy ball; but it is far harder to 
learn to keep the ball down and save catches. A ball such as the 020 
in question, practically ‘' wide,” or nearly so, when passing the crease, 
yet descending at such an angle as to strike the wicket, would be very 
easy to stop, provided if could be played clear of the hands of the 
field. A little practice would soon enable a batsman to cope with such 
bowling, especially as the extreme necessity of accuracy in pitch and 
atenety would offer more ‘loose” balls than in any other style of 

owling. 

Old cricketers can remember the outery among the consorvatives of 
cricket at Lilly white’s round-hand innovation; this also was by them 
branded as * no cricket.’ No one pretends that Mr. Grace's new mode 
of bowling will ever become popular, yet the analogy holds good to 
some extent. 

The main root of this attack upon Mr. Grace has been the increasing 
jealousy of professionals, ‘Chey have been overpaid and indulged till 
they seem to imagine that cricket cannot be carried on without them. 
They think themselves ill-used if they cannot have the entire contro 
of county matches. ‘They constitute ex-oficio the “ All England” and 
“ United Elevens,” and imply that they are conferring a favour whe 
they allow such amateurs as Mitchell, Lyttelton, Baller, the Walkors, 
Dauiel, Lane, and others, tojointheminamatch, If the professionals 
win the majority of matches against the geutlemen, it is rathor be- 
cause tho latter have not the leisure to raise their bowling to the same 
standard of superiority as their batting. In batting the goutleme4d 
havo certainly shown the finest skill of late.x—Pall Mall Gazette.
